Local Election Review Committee 


Establishing permanent, Local, Election Review Committees to implement compensating controls for the unmitigated risk of 
the DS200. The committee should have (2) Trustees and (2-4) voters, from different political parties and not have any direct 
relationship with village officials or staff employed by the village. 


You may disagree with my approach, but the Board of Trustees efforts to pass responsibility to the State, does not change the 
fact, we are using voting machines that are not secured at the same level as our bank accounts on Election Day. For an 
information system/device to be considered ‘secure’, it requires a transparent way to audit those security controls.
